- foge" To this Leonard remarked that once 
anyone started up a mountain there was no 
“place to go but to the top, adding, 
had already been up Ralston 13 times, any- 
waye It was his memory, not his sense of 
direction, that got us there." — 

Some of the finest open slopes in the 
central Sierra were observed during the 
descent to Echo Lakes, when the fog lifted 
occasionally. The Desolation Valley Wild- 
erness Area is practically unforested, in 
spite of its mild elevation -- from 8,000 
to 10,000 feet. There are square miles of 
‘virtually treeless slopes, within a few 
miles of U.S. 50. Still more accessible 
are the north slopes of Ralston, dropping 
from 1,500 to 1,900 feet to Echo Lakes, 
These, too, are very open, the only fault 
being that they are, in places, so tree- 


less and steep that there is some avalanche 


danger. There are plenty of more gradual 
slopes for the novices. 


Snow in the region was very heavy due to 
high temperatures, and very deep, the snow-
